Slayback Inid applied tho term 'blackmailer' 
to the editor of The Post-Dispatch, and had 
made serious throats. As this had taken placo 
in a public assemblage of my friends, I felt 
culled on to ask him for an explanation. I 
went to him in the' next room, touched him 
on the arm, 
and 
told 
him I wished 


to speak 
to him. Wo 
went 
into 
the 


small room known as the library, tho dorir of 
which wr.s standing open. I qr.ielly said to 
him: 
'Colonel, I unclomtancl that 3-011 have 


made some very bitter personal declarations 
hero this evening, and I would liko to know if 
yon uicnu them to Lie personal to mo; es- 
pecially, do yon mean to apply the torm black- 
mailer to mo?' His answer was that he did 
not intend to brand :ne as a. blackmailer. He 
then entered on a bitter tirade of abuse against 
tho paper, to which I listonod quietly, telling 
him at the same time that ho was entitled to 
his opinion as to tho course of tho paper in 
opposing the candidacy of his partner, Mr. 
Broatlhcad. Then ho suddenly sprang to the 
door, and closed it and locked it. With his list 
clonclied, he said, 'Von have brought mo in 
hero to bulldoso mo, and i:ow wo are alone, 
and man to man, and I toll you now that if 
The PoHl-Di«palcli over attacks nui or assails 
my character, I will go to your ofiico and kill 
you. I will take thedii'c of any man who em- 
ploys a newspaper to abuse and injury mo.' 
I assured him that [ had :io intent to bully 
liim, and that I had simply called him in tiie 
room to ask -for an explanation that was .duo 
me. I further assured him that I had always 
entertained a friendly feeling for him, had 
never written a lino against him, and hopud 
that I never would. He spoke of his partner, 
Mr. Uroncllioacl, and the charges '.hat had boon 
made against him, repeating several times 
that ho would bhoot anybody who would 
publish such things of him. He told mo 
that I would bo held to account for tho 
course of tho paper, and declared that before 
tho campaign was over ho would go on tho 
stump and from houeo to house denounce Tho 
Post-Dispatch and broak up Us business). 
There was much talk of this character on his 
part. I assured him that I was at all times in 
readiness to meet any responsibility that be- 
longed to me, and that when properly called 
on I would render any satisfaction that a gen- 
Uoman could demand.

William H. Clopton, who aocoi.ipamed Col. 


Slayback to The Post-Dispatch oftiee, testified 
to about the same oft'ect as his statement tele- 
graphed last night, stating distinctly that Col. 
Slaybaclc was shot whilo ho was i:i the act of 
taking his coat off, and repeating his former 
statement that Slayback was not armed, and 
therefore could not have drawn a revolver. 


The other principal witnesses were John M. 


MeGuflin, business manager, and Victor T. 
Cole, foreman, who woro in the room when 
the shooting took place. Their testimony did 
not differ materially from their statements al- 
ready telegraphed. 
Both testified cmphatic- 


ieally that Slayback drew a revolver as soon 
as ho entered 'the room; that he and Clopton 
advanced on Cockcrill, the forme:1 holding his 
pistol 
at 
short arm, and 
pointing to- 


ward Cockcrill; 
that Cockcrill 
uttered 


tlie words and 
gavo 
tho 
warning 
as 


telegraphed 
last 
night; 
that 
a quick, 


brief tussle took place: that Cocliorill fired; 
that Clopton closed with Cockcrill and only re- 
leased his hold when McG-nflii: placed, the pis- 
tol ho had taken from Slayback to his (Ciop- 
ton'a) head and to'.d him to do so, or ho was a 
dead mau. 
McGuffin producod tho pistol ho 


took from Slayback, a pearl-handled revolver 
ot tho "British bulldog" pattern, 3S-ccilibro. 
It shows signs of having been worn in warm 
woathcr, tho cylinder being rusted by perspi- 
ration. Mr. Colo produced Col. Cockeri-l's 
pistol. It is a black-handled Smith & Wesson 
revolver, 4U-caiibrc. 


Several other witnesses were examined, but 


their testimony waH not material. 
The jury, 


after being out about half a:i hour, returned a 
verdict that Col. Slaybaclc came to his death 
from tho effects of 
internal hemorrhage, 


caused by a gunshot wound in the chest, in- 
flicted with a ImllCj fired from a revolver in 
tho hands of John A. Coekerill.

Tho Iteaulta of n Venr of Honest 


Management. 


WASIUNGTOX, D. D., Oct. 10.—Tho results 


of a year of honest management of tho post- 
office department cannot fail to be satisfactory 
to tho people. Tho completed figures of tho 
post-office business for the fiscal year show 
that tho increase of tho revenues has beon 
85,091,0112 over those of tho previous year, 
while tho addition to tho expenses was but 
8787,8115. This increased expenditure was duo 
to tho rapid development of the railroad sys- 
tem. Tho gross excess of receipts over expen- 
ditures is 81,830,775, from which thoro should 
bo deducted 
outstanding liabilities to the 


amount of about $300,000. This surplus is 
due entirely to tho economics winch have boon 
made possible bv tho substitution of honest 
for dianonost methods in>ho star-route service. 
It appears from tho figures that tho cost of 
railway mail and postal car service is rapidly 
on the increase, and it is known that it is this 
branch of tho service which is the most in 
demand. The actual not surplus for tho lust 
fiscal year, therefore, is about $l,r>00,OW. 
For tho first time, probably, in tho history of 
tho atar-route service by land tno expenditures 
wore 82,000,000 loss than the appropriations.

The Dart Suakr, or Milk Snake. 


; 
Tliis truly pretty scrpcut is known by 


'several names iu difl'erent parts of the 
country. Tims, in the Eastern States it 
[a generally called the "checkered adder," 
in the Middle States "milk snake," and 
in Maryland and Virginia "house snake." 
The name adder came originally from 
the Anglo-Saxon word aetter (poison), 
and .is now generally applied to a venom- 
ous species, which our serpent is not. It 
is culled "milk snake," I have been in- 
formed, for the reason that it frequents 
milk houses and drinks milk from the 
pans; yet I have been told by farmers 
living iu districts, where I knew these 
serpents to be numerous, that they were- 
never found in their milk houses. It lias 
occasionally been seen in cellars and out- 
houses, but so also havo been garter 
snakes, black, brown, and other snakes. 
Consequently all of its common names 
are calculated to mislead in regard to its 
habits. I have taken the liberty to call 
it dart snake, which I merely take from 
its generic] name, Ophibolus. 
Whether 


this name was given on account of the 
arrow, javelin, or spear-head mark on its 
head, or from its activity or flashy ap- 
pearance, I am not certain, but -in either 
case the name is quite applicable. 


As regular stsps c-C variation have been 


observed, from the red snake, Ophibolus 
doliatus, (liinaJtrianguliisCBoie), Cope. 
J>r. Do Kay, in the "New "iork Fauna," 
named it Coluber eximi-us, not knowing 
ithat it had previously been described by 
Boio as Coluber trianyulum. 


The dart snake is found from Virginia 


to Canada, and west to Wisconsin. 
It 


measures in length from twenty-five inches 
to three fectfivo inches. The ground color 
of the body is pale gray or ash, with from 
forty to fifty transversely elliptical dark- 
brown dorsal blotches, bordered with, 
black, and one or two rows of small spots 
along the aides; beneath, white, check- 
ered with dark-brown or black spots. 


Unlike our common garter and water 


snakes, whose young are at the moment 
of oviposition produced alive, this species 
is oviparous. The eggs are deposited un- 
der a pile o£ chips or dead leaves, where 
they are left tohatch. Theyoung, when 
they first quit the egg, are about four 
inches in length, and are far prettier than 
the .parent. The spots, which are brown 
in the adult, are bright red in the baby 
snake, and they then greatly resemble 
the typical red snake, 0. doliatus. 


There is perhaps no snake more useful 


upon farms than this, for it is a great 
destroyer of field and meadow mice. 
I 


heard of one that was killed which had 
no less than four field mice in itsstomach. 
I saw a farmer plow up in a short space 
of time two of these snakes, and in both 
cases he stopped his horses, pursued, and 
killed the snakes, and yet by so doing lie 
,-was throwing away several bushels of 
grain. I have heard of one instance 
where one was killed in the act of devour- 
ing a young robin; but as the robin is a 
noted cherry and terry thief, and has a 
great fondness for the useful earthworm 
—nature's worker of the soil—ho should 
be classed with the injurious rather than 
the beneficial birds, and so the snake may 
be excused this change of its bill 01 faro.

The Mechanic's Capital. 


The mechanic is sometimes looked 


upon as a man without capital. 
Some- 


times he looks upon himself in this light. 
This is all a mistake. The man who 
earns $1,000 a year has not only capital, 
but In these times of low interest, he has 
considerable capital. 


The manufacturer and the merchant 


aim to increase their.capital by a judicious 
handling of tKo present means. 
Tho 


mechanic does, or should try, to increase 
his in the same way. Knowledge to the 
mechanic is capital, because it enables 
him to command more for his services. 
If ho. possesses simply the skill of the 
.workman, he can make that skill earn 
;him a certain s,um per year, which sum 
is the exponent of the capital ho has in- 
iVested in his business. If, to the skill of 
the workman, he adds the knowledge of 
the man who thinks beyond present 
purposes, he earns more, or, in other 
words, he increases his capital. 
The 


youujj machinist, for instance, who learns 
machine drawing, is morally certain at 
some time to find use for it where it will 
stand exactly to him as the money of the 
capitalist stands to its possessor; although 
this is hardly a fair statement, because 
he will at once find use for it.

A Monster Watermelon. 


As n general thing, it is adiflicuit mat- 


tor to send a ripple across the placid 
bosom of this quiet community, but just 
now there is visible a simmer "of excite- 
ment and expectancy. 
Mr. John Miller, 


the "boss watermelon raiser," hasa melon 
which will be ripe by Saturday, and 
which for .size -is expected to eclipse all 
his former productions and take the cake 
from the .whole State. The melon is six 
weeks old, and has grown to an enormous 
size, and has not yet called a halt. 
It 


now weighs over sixty-h'vepounds, and it 
is^expected that by the time it ripens it 
will weigh over seventy, and it may goto 
seventy-five. The melon is of the "Cuban 
Queen" variety, and is shortand "square- 
shouldered." In appearance itrosembles 
the rattlesnake melon except that it is 
not as "long drawn out," being shorter 
and longer around. The largest water- 
melon that Mr. Miller has ever raised 
heretofore was a sixty-four pounder, 
which was raised a year or two ago, and 
which, when cut into sections like a 
barrel-hoop and the pulp removed, left a 
rind through which the body of a largo 
man could easily be slipped. In fact, 
your correspondent saw Mr. Miller slip a' 
section of the rind over his head and 
body. This feat was easily accomplished, 
although Mr. Miller weighs-in the neigh- 
borhood of 200 pounds. The next largest 
that he ever raised was a sixty-two pound 
melon, which was raised in the year 
preceding that in which the "sixty-four 
pound melon was raised.

of his success. Taking the scribe by the 
arm he led him into the patch, where 
the vinos ran in every direction, and the 
bees buzzed about the yellow bloom, 
while the big motions looked lazy as 
their backs, streaked with preen and yel- 
lowish white, lay upturned to the sun. 
The ground was covered with straw, and 
the finest melons were just visible through 
the straw that was piled about them 
to hide theni from the burning rays of 
the August sun. Beside each of" the 
largest melons were sticks stuck in the 
ground to show how fast the melon was 
growing and- when it had stopped grow- 
ing—an evidence that it was ripe. As 
Mr. Miller passed through the patch he 
reached down and "pulled" a shabby- 
looking specimen about twice the size of 
a man^i head. The newspaper man no- 
ticed, also, that there were djuito a num- 
ber of the smaller melons lying around 
loose in the patch, and accordingly in- 
quired the cause of such an apparently 
wanton destruction of melons.

make my vines bring mo an average of 
two melons, but I will not take even two 
at the sacrifice of their size.

^hat melon because it is dwarfish. 
It 


Iwould never be anything itself, but it 
would damage the big melon you see 
over there near the root of the vine. 
I 


believe in the survival of the fittest, 
therefore the bad melons must go to the 
wall. You ask me about the secret of 
my success. There is no secret about it. 
The old farmers shake their heads and 
eay there is some secret about my way of 
cultivating my crop's, but I tell you if 
there is any secret it is the secret or hard 
work and common sense. 
I go into this 


piece of ground to plant niy melon patch, 
and 
I 
dig 
the 
holes 
ten 
feet 


apart 
and 
about 
nine 
inches 


deep. 
Into 
each 
hole, 
which 
I 


make 
about 
two 
or 
three 
feet 


across, L put a shovelful of stable ma- 
nure. I then go around the hole with my 
shovel and throw in the top earth, which 
I thoroughly mix up with the manure in 
the hjle. Then I plant the seed, and 
when the vines come on I prune them 
and take care of them in a careful, sensi- 
ble sort of -way. I know when a vine 
ijeeds pruning by its appearance, but I 
Could not describe it to you to save my 
life. I simply know it, and that's the 
end of it. I know this much, that if 
you prune a vine when it does not need 
it you injure it, and if jrou do not prune 
it when it needs itit will be injured. This 
is all I can tell you. It is a secret that 
will have to be learned by' actual ex- 
perience, and I could not teach it to you 
in a dozen years, unless I could show you 
the vines when they needed pruning. 
Then, as I told you, I pull the sorry 
melons and throw them away, so that 
they will not be a useless drain on the 
vines." 


"Do you ;fhip melons away?" 
"I sell all my melons right here at 


Stone Mountain. What is the use in 
shipping molons when I can take them 
down the street here and sell thorn at 
from 50 cents to $1 apiece? Young man, 
let me give you a secret that is a secret. 
I can tell you how I sell my melons for 
three or four times as much as other peo- 
ple get for theirs. Pqople like anything 
that looks • nice. Therefore, when I pull 
my njce melons—my blooded nialons, 
you may say—I pack them, stem down- 
ward, in my wagon body as lo'ug as one 
will go in with just one layer. I pack 
fresh-looking straw In tho bottom and 
around the sides and on top, and when I 
drive my team into town my melons 
look fine as they lie in tho wagon body 
like eggs in a case. I never let a man or 
boy touch, one of them. If a man comes 
up to buy a melon, I let him look at 
them and pick out theone that he wants, 
and I sell it to him, guaranteeing it to be 
all right, and I have never yst had one 
brought back to me."—Atlanta, Oct., 
Constitution.

The appearance of the comet has had a 


tendency to give the weather a respite, as 
a subject of conversation, and tho salu- 
tations "fine day"-"meaa weather', have 
been 
changed to "Seen the comet 5" 


Comparatively few people have seen it, 
as the comet keeps horrible hours, and 
respectable people with a regard for per- 
sonal comfort, object to such unseemly 
behavior. A comet that cannot' do any 
better than sneak around ai about four 
o'clock in the morning, aud have a little 
,pic-nic all by itself, does not deserve the 
encouragement of any well regulated 
community. Tho only persons who at- 
tend the matinee are those whoso duties 
necessitate thair being np at tlmt uticon- 
soionnbly disagreeable hour, aud the few 
monomaniacs who believe that tho early 
bird catches the worm, and in moping 
around after the worm get nabbed by a 
night watchman, for being a burglar or 
gneak t'lief. The comet is evidently of 
this class and is trying to steal a march 
on the sun. Prophets have foretold that 
this comet would make its appearance 
sometime in tho nineteenth century aud 
would raiso Cain with tho solar system, 
ju fact they asserted that the comet would 
get up on its ear nnd knock the spots 
out of the sun. Bocently other scientists 
have denied that there was much proba 
bilityof a collision between these'two 
lights of the heavens, but it looks very 
much as if the prognostics of the first Bet 
of telescope artists have the call. Those 
who have seen the comet, state that it ap- 
pears 
between 
the 
hours 
ot four 


and 
five 
o'clock 
in 
the 


morning, looking as if it bad just been 
taking a bath in the 6u'.f. of Mexico, and 
skirmishes about on the horizon slinging 
dumb-bells, punching sand bags, running 
five or six miles to increase its wind, and 
indulging in some indian club exercise. 


For its bieakfust it gulps in a stray 


meteor or so, which tries to crawl under 
tho tent and see the show. 
There is no 


doubt that the comet has gone into train- 
ing, and as Tug Wilson has skipped over 
to Europe, and John L. Sullivan won't 
fight it, the only thing which suggests 
itself is, that the sun will be the other 
man. Indeed, comets have always had 
grudga against the sun, it history, tradi- 
tion and old folke lore is to bo credited 
probably because the sun once knocked an 
ancient comet out of time into smither- 
eens, and the comet family are endeavor- 
ing to fullfil a vendetta. This supposition 
is based on good authority, as is evi 
denced by the following words of James 
Thomson, an Englishman whose mania 
took a poetic turn, and who suid about 
one hundred and fifty years ago: 


"So from the. dread intensity of Bpacc 
Returning with accelerated course, 
The rushing comet to the sun descends." 
The indications aro very much in favor 


of the comet winning the mill, as the sun 
does not seem to be doing.much training, 
and when the pools are sold the comet is 
likely to be a hot favorite.} A number of 
bets of two to one, and a few of still 
greater odds, have already been made ou 
the comet.
